


AFTER beating Fourth 
Division Newport Coun- 
ty 3-1 on Saturday, 
Wycombe Wanderers 
have been rewarded 
with another dream 
draw in the second 
round of the F.A. Cup 
at home to Peter- 
borough United. 


“It's one we didn’t want,” 
said Peterborough boss Noel 
Cantwell. “No-one relishes the 
prospect of playing non-league 
opposition and we would have 
preferred a home draw.” 

Was he surprised at 
Wycombe’s result on Satur- 
day? “It was a very good vic- 
tory but not really a surprise. I 
think it was more of a shock to 
people outside’ the football 
world,” he said. 


Wanderers manager Brian 
Lee was well satisfied with the 
draw. “The first thing was to 


hear the name Wycombe first. 


Then to hear it followed by 
professional opposition.” 


“But it will be a different 


proposition to Saturday,” he 
added. “I’ve got great respect 
for Peterborough. They got 
into the league through their 


own cup exploits and the game” 


will.be extremely difficult.” 


“lve also great respect for 
Noel Cantwell whom I met on 


coaching courses at Lilleshall. 


‘He was always a good player 





and he’s certainly doing a good 
job at Peterborough.” 

Peterborough, nicknamed 
“The Posh”, are currently se- 
cond in the Football League, 
Division Four on goal average 
and have been beaten only 
twice this term. 


On Saturday they reached 
the second round with a 3-2 
away win at Colchester United, 
who incidentally, are top cf 
Division 4. Peterborough did

scoring three goals in eight 
minutes. John Cozens notched 
two of the goals: and Bert 
Murray the other.
